WASHINGTON, July 9 (AP)— 
The Senate Appropriations Com- 
mittee has approved a bill carry- 
ing $1,258,836,300 for planning 
and construction of water pro- |: 
jects in the fiscal year which 
started July 1. 
with $1,177,177,000 in the bill 
recently passed by the house 
and $1,176,677,000 budgeted by 
President Eisenhower. 

The Senate committee—as the 
House did earlier—ignored Mr. 
Eisenhower’s recommendation 
that no new projects be started 
this year. It approved the 44 
new sturts voted by the House 
and added 58 that would cost 
$647,755,000. 

It stressed “the urgency of 
adequate appropriations for the 
development of these résources 
in keeping with the exploding 
population growth of the United 
States,” 

Funds in the bill go to thé 
Army Engineers and Reclama- 
tion Bureau for planning and 
construction of flood control, 
reclamation, navigation and 
power projects. 

Funds For Bonneville, 

The’. bill «also. includes ap- 
propriations for the Bonneville 
Power Administration, the 
Southwestern Power Administra- 


tion and the Tennessee Valley | 


Authority. 

Of the total, $941,662,000 would 
go to army engineers, for water 
projects, $263,872,000 to the 
Bureau of Reclamation, $32,250,- 
000 to Bonneville, $735,000 to 
Southeastérn Power’ Administra- 


tion, $2,030,000 to Southwestern | 


Power Administration, and $16,- 
286,000 to the Tennessee Valley 
Authority.

TWO:BOGUS GnECK 
UPERATORS SEIZED 


WASHINGTON, July 9 (AP)— 
Arrest of two men described as 
operators of a ring which cashed 
counterfeit Treasury checks 
from Florida to Texas was an- 
nounced by the Secret Service 
today. 

U. E. Baughman, chief of the 
Secret Service, said the two 
men, although armed, § sur- 
rendered quietly yesterday at 
National Airport here. He said 
they were arrested after deliver- 
ing 855 phony checks to two 
undercover agents. 

Baughman said merchants 
might have been bilked of $500,- 
000 had all the checks printed 
by the gang been forged and 
cashed. 

The men arrested were identi- 
fied as Joseph Lovely Sonnier, 
40 years old, of Duson, La., and 
Louis Emory Roger, 31, of 
Lafayette, La. They were held 
under $50,000 bond each on 


feit checks. 
Baughman said a woman, 
Joann Oliver, 35, was arrested 
early today at Sonnier’s home in 
Duson, and was charged with 
possessing and selling counter- 
feit checks. 
A Secret Service spokesman 
said more than 40 of the bogus 
checks, which bear a close re- 
semblance to genuine Treasury 
checks, had been forged and 
cashed in the last two months 
in Florida, Georgia, Mississippi, 
Louisiana and Texas. 

Checks cashed ranged in 
amount up to about $200. Other 
checks seized by agents were 
made out in amounts up to 
$2635. . 

Baughman said two agents 
posed as big-time racketeers 
who wanted to buy blank coun- 
terfeit checks. Their 
ations succeeded and they ar- 
ranged for delivery. Sonnier 
and Roger made the delivery 
shortly after flying here from 
Louisiana. 

The Secret Service said the 
counterfeit checks first. ap- 
peared on May 1 when four 
were cashed in Milton and 
Crestview, Fla. 

A nephew of Sonnier, Arphy 
Justin Sonnier, was arrested 
May 25, pleaded guilty to state 
charges involving the counter- 
feit checks, and got a six-year

By 1 Congress asserted, the na- 
tion would have 41,000 miles of new interstate 
superhighways costing the Government about 
27 billion dollars, plus many other roads 
which the states would help finance. 

Today the major part of this vision threat- 
ens to evaporate quickly unless Congress acts. 
For the Highway Trust Fund which supports 
the interstate program out of federal gasoline 
and other road-use taxes is running out of 
money, even before many of the broad divided 
highways have been built. 

Inflation and changes in highway plans 
have raised the interstate network cost esti- 
mate to 40 billions or more, and trust fund 
revenue has not kept pace. 

Missouri, for example, has completed. 78 
miles of 1100 planned. Because of the lags 
between assured financing, contract letting 
and actual construction, failure to apportion 
Missouri’s interstate funds for fiscal years 
1961 and 1962 would mean a three-year shut- 
down in interstate road work. That work 
could grind to a halt at the end of this year. 

President Eisenhower and Congress are 
well aware that the promise of new roads will 
be broken unless something is done, and done 
quickly. But the two branches of government 
disagree entirely on what to do. Mr. Eisen- 
hower has proposed a higher federal gasoline 
tax, which the states and their representatives 
in Congress generally oppose. Democratic 
congressional leaders have suggested deficit 
financing of the trust fund, which the Presi- 
dent has threatened to veto. 

Whatever the merits of the two views, they 
have created an impasse which should be 
broken. It could best be broken by a joint 
resolution offered by Senator Francis Case, 
South Dakota Republican, and supported by 
the American Automobile Association. 

The Case plan is to issue short term reve- 
nue bonds secured by future road use 
taxes to replenish the Highway Trust Fund 
at least for the critieal period of fiscal 
1961 and 1962. In the second of those years, 
the Commerce Department is expected to re- 
port on an exhaustive study of highway costs, 
long-range needs and equitable taxes to sup- 
port them. Congress may then review the 
entire program. 

Meanwhile, highway work should continue. 
It could continue with funds from revenue 
bonds backed by the use taxes going into the 
Highway Trust Fund. Admittedly, the bonds 
would be a temporary.expedient, and the in- 
terest upon them would be lost for construc- 
tion purposes. But the bonds do offer a prac- 
tical way out of the dispute between Capitol 
and White House. They would not affect the 
President’s balanced budget; they would help 
to keep the interstate highway program going; 
and they would continue the policy of paying 
for roads from use taxes. 

Between shutting down interstate highway 
work until the money is available, and con- 
tinuing that work and stretching out the pay- 
ment for it, Congress and the Administration 
should have no difficulty making a choice. 
The Case plan would assure the public of no 
interruption in the program promised three 
years ago. 


The President’s Racial Ethic 


President Eisenhower’s long-withheld reve- 
lation of his personal convictions about the 
rightness or wrongness of racial segregation 
is neither less strange nor more satisfactory 
than his long withholding of it. He says he 
believes segregation morally wrong when it 
interferes with equal opportunity in political 
and economic fields. This limitation pointed- 
ly omits equality in education, the very field 


in which the struggle for equal rights for Ne- . 


groes is now joined. As it stands, therefore, 
the President’s statement may easily do the 
cause of integration in the public schools 
more harm than good. 

Mr. Eisenhower’s explanation of his ethical 
stand on full citizenship for the Negro is so 
unexplanatory that we can well imagine there 
will be much more talk about it, including 
strenuous official effort to lend it clarity and 
logic. Presidential Press Secretary James C. 
Hagerty will perhaps be thrown into the 
breach. He has done some yeoman repair 
jobs on presidential statements in the past, 
but if he can salvage this one he can claim 
in all modesty to be touched with genius. 

Plainly, we think, the President owes the 
American public a full and frank statement 
on his position toward a square deal for the 
Negro, as he has owed it all along. 


Stackalee: Son of Market Street 


Paul Bunyan, Mike Fink, Uncle Remus, 
Stackalee—just about everybody knows the 
first, second and third of these four names 
as folklore heroes, but how many St. Louisans 
can identify the fourth even though there is 
a jazz ballad about him? Yet Stackalee has 
more reason to be known hereabouts than 
the superman lumberjack of the Northern 
timber, the indefatigable Mississippi flatboat- 
man and the spinner of tales about Br’er Rab- 
bit’s exploits in wood and field. 

For Stackalee was a native St. Louisan. 
Born on Market street, he arrived with a full 
set of teeth, red eyes and double joints. The 
year, so folklorist B. A. Botkin tells us, was 
1861. By the time he was ready to go to 
work on the Mississippi, a packet named the 
Stacker Lee, churned the river waters down- 
stream to Vicksburg and up the Ohio to Cin- 
cinnati. He got on as a roustabout and then 
was promoted to stoker. So his friends on 
Market street began to call him “Stacker 
Lee.” That became Stackerlee and then 
Stackalee. 

There was moaning music inside Stackalee 
and it came out wherever he got near a beat- 
up piano or laid his hands on a guitar. He 
wore big hats and had a row of them in dif- 
ferent colors on the wall in his Market street 
house. On a trade with the Devil for his 
soul, one of his hats was charmed and always 
protected him no matter what he did. His 
cigar-smoking lady friend was Stack O’ Dollars 
because she was always betting silver dollars. 

Stackalee loved to gamble, too. One night 
he was winning steadily and he forgot that 
charmed hat on the back of his chair. The 
Devil, disguised momentarily as exemplary 
young Billy Lyons, made off with the hat. 
Gun in each hand, Stackalee went yelling 
after it. He found Billy down Market street 
in a barrel house—where Billy’s friends said 
he had been all evening—and shot him dead. 
The police wagon hauled Stackalee off to jail 
and he was sentenced to 75 years behind bars. 

Such is Stackalee’s sad story. We figure 
he was about 24 at the time and that 75 years

Mr. Eisenhower himself 
intervened May 14 when he met with McDon- 
ald and again June 27 when he wrote a letter 
asking both sides to continue talks; this re- 
sulted in a. postponement of the strike dead- 
line until Tuesday midnight. 

Was the purpose of Mr. McDonald’s visit te 
Mr. Nixon to facilitate the collective bargain- 
ing process?

for the country? Also unlikely. Mr. McDon- 
ald did not just drop in; the meeting was ar- 
ranged by aids of the two men. Each un- 
doubtedly reckoned he had something to gain. 
What was it? 

Mr. Nixon is not known as a friend of labor 
nor as an expert on labor-management rela- 
tions. He is known, however, as a clever and 
ambitious politician and a man who considers 
every move with the greatest of care. Pre- 
sumably he saw a means of gaining favor with 
the steelworkers in the interest of his presi- 


dential candidacy. Otherwise, why should he 


put hiffiself in a position that might become 
embarrassing? 

It seems to us that by receiving McDonald 
at this critical time in the negotiations, Mr. 
Nixon has obligated himself to make some 
sort of proposal for settling the dispute or, at 
the minimum, for continuing the negotiations 
beyond the present strike deadline. 

Mr. McDonald’s motives are less difficult 
to analyze. They were made reasonably clear 
by his comments after he saw Mr. Nixon. He 
said he complained to the Vice President 
about the “completely recalcitrant” attitude 
of the industry in its effort to “break the 
union.” In other words, he was using Mr. 
Nixon to pressure the steel companies, and 
Mr. Nixon let himself be used. 

We believe everybody would be better off 
if the Administration dropped its pretense of 
non-intervention and worked openly and even- 


handedly for a non-inflationary steel settle- - 


ment without a strike. That is clearly where 
the public interest lies. 


In Memory of Madison 7 


Irving Brant, former St. Louis editor now 
engaged in historical and biographical writing 
in Washington, makes an excellent sugges- 
tion. It is that. a memorial be established in 
the national capital to James Madison, fourth 
President, father of the Constitution and 
chief architect of the Bill of Rights. But 
Mr. Brant, five of whose volumes in his de- 
finitive Madison series have appeared, is not 
content with a generality. He has a practical 
suggestion for the memorial. This is that the 
discarded 24 columns from the east front of 
the Capitol in Washington be set up elsewhere 
in the parkways of the capital city so as to 
harmonize with existing memorials to Presi- 
dents Washington, Jefferson and Lincoln. The 
Washington Post has begun a campaign to put 
Mr. Brant’s suggestion into effect. We are 
glad to be among the seconders. As the 
biographer of the brilliantly creative states- 
man so well puts it: “We should erect a me- 
morial to Madison not because he needs it but 
because we do.” 


New Look at Navy Oil 

The United States Navy’s reports on the 
adequacy of its oil reserves suggest strongly 
that a comprehensive study and recommenda- 
tions to bring this program up to date are very 
much called for. Elk Hills, in California, the 
nation’s second largest oil field, is‘now the 
only one of the reserves that meets the essen- 
tial requirements of large amounts of oil in 
the ground at strategic locations in a state 
of readiness for use, the director of the naval 
petroleum and oil shale reserve program, 
Capt. A. S. Miller, has told the House Ap- 
propriations committee. 

Buena Vista, also in California, has been 
heavily drained by widespread drilling on pri- 
vate holdings which are intermingled with the 
naval reserve. Teapot Dome in Wyoming is 
believed to contain so little remaining oil that 
it was not even opened during the Second 
World War. A reserve in the Arctic region 
of Alaska has proved disappointing in at- 
tempts at development. 

A practical and prudent course, we be- 
lieve, would be to locate and establish new 
areas of reserves as they may be found, then 
transfer the reserves which are proving un- 
satisfactory to the Department of the In- 
terior. A constructive step in this direction 
is being pressed by the chairman of the House 
Armed Services Committee, Representative 


‘Carl Vinson of Georgia, who would establish 


San Nicolas, San Miguel and Prince islands, 
off the coast of California, as a new reserve, 
Legislation to return the Buena Vista, Teapot 
Dome and Alaska reserves to the Interior De- 
partment is also before Congress. 

Under such a program, these reserves 


could continue to be available, but the nation 


would not be lulled by a false sense of their 


adequacy into failure to locate, establish and '- 
develop new and more currently satisfactory 


reserves. A feasible alternative would also 
be presented to President Eisenhower's ex- 
treme proposal in his 1960 budget message 
that Congress consider “disposing of” the 
naval oil reserves, a suggestion widely inter- 
preted as meaning their sale to oil companies. 


Missouri Missed the Boat 


- North Carolina has become the eighteenth 
of 35 states with income taxes to adopt a pay- 
as-you-go tax system. A record six states 
joined the tax withholding list this year, in- 
cluding Oklahoma, Massachusetts, New York, 
South Carolina and Utah. Each one decided 
that a withholding system would increase 
revenue without increasing tax rates. Yet 
Missouri, which desperately needed more rev- 
enue and still does, missed the boat. This 
does not make sense in 1959, and we predict 
the legislators will have to face the logic of 
pay-as-you- go in their next session.

COUNTY TAX STUDY 


GROUPS APONTED 


A three-man special committee 
of the St. Louis County Council 
to study ways of relieving ‘‘in- 
equities and discrimination” in 
the county property tax reassess- 
ment program was appointed 
yesterday by council chairman 
Thomas C. Dunne. 

Members of the committee are 
Russell A. Grantham (Dem.), 
Fifth district; Maurice M. Abram- 
son (Dem.), Third district, and 
John F. Molloy (Rep.), Seventh 
district. 

Dunne asked the committee, 
appointed at the suggestion of 
Grantham, to appear with him at 
1:30 p.m. tomorrow at a meeting 
of the county Board of Equaliza- 
tion. Dunne also is a member 
of the board. 


In requesting appointment of 
the special committee, Grantham 
said the whole reassessmen pro- 
gram was designed to eliminate 
inequities, but it is creating an 
unfair situation. 


Dunne earlier had called for 
rescinding reassessments of pro- 
perty in seven school districts 
until the entire reassessment 
program is completed. The pro- 
gram, ordered in 1955 by the 
State Tax Commission, is sched- 
uled for completion in 1961. 


The new valuations in the sev- 
en districts already reassessed 
are higher than they previously 
were, Dunne said. There are 29 
school districts in St. Louis 
county. 

The council also took under 
advisement a request to cancel 
a special permit issued in 1953 
for operation of a picnic area 
on Baxter road, north of Clayton 
road, 

It was shown at a hearing yes- 
terday that the permit was now 
held by Elmer A. Sander, 10516 
East Watson road, Sunset Hills. 
Members of the Parkchester As- 
sociation complained there had 
been violations of the provisions 
of the special permit by having 
loudspeakers on the premises. 

Sanders said the area origin- 
ally was leased to Erker Cater- 
ing Co., and now to Glen Valley 
Country Club.

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GROUP IN SENATE 
WANTS TO CLOSE 


WASHINGTON, July 9 (AP)— 
A new directive to the Pentagon 
to close out older Army missiles 
sites that ring many cities and | 
industrial areas came to light in | 
the Senate yesterday. 


It was included in the formal 
report filed by Senator Dennis 
Chavez (Dem.), New Mexico, on 
the defense money bill carrying 
more than 40 billion dollars for 
military agencies in the fiscal 
year that started July 1. The 
Senate Appropriations Commit- 
tee approved the bill yesterday. 


Although the committee ac- 
cepted most of the proposals in 
the new continental air defense 
plan, it questioned continued op- 
eration of short-range army 
Nike-Ajax batteries. 

These are the Army anti-air- 
craft missiles that have been in- 
stalled since 1953 around many 
urban areas as defenses against 
possible enemy aircraft attacks. 

25-Mile Range. 

The missiles have a range of 
about 25 miles and were installed 
at some 90 different spots. 

Secrétary of Defense Neil H. 
McElroy, under Senate pressure, 
has ordered a cutback in planned 
sites for both the Army Nike- 
Hercules missiles, a longer range 
successor to the Nike-Ajax, and 
the Air Force’s Bomarc anti- 
aircraft missiles. 

The Hercules is reported to 


‘| have a range up to 80 miles 


while they Bomare is planned 
for ranges from 200 to 500 miles. 
Both can use nuclear warheads, 
which the older Nike-Ajax can- 
not. 

The committee report noted 
that even after the new air de- 
fense program is completed “a 
considerable number of Nike- 
Ajax batteries will continue in 
operation.” 

It said competent experts tes- 
tified that “this short-range 
weapon has virtually outlived its 
usefulness” and then added: 
“The committee is of the firm 
opinion that the Secretary of

Lynn told the committee the 
bill would increase authoriza- 
tions for surplus comodity sales

DUBLIN, July 9—An interna- 
tional stamp auctioneering firm 
with headquarters in Ireland is 
under investigation for misusing 
its investors’ money. 

Officials heré. said yesteyday 
that apparently “thousands” of 
small investors in Shanahan’s 
Stamp Auctions, Ltd., outside 
Dublin have been “cheated.” 
Their number presumably §in- 
cludes some Americans. 

Brochures circulated by the 
in Ireland, the United 
Kingdom, and in European and 
American countries, stress that 
under its schemé of “profits 
from stamps — without risk,” 
small investors could, by not 
touching their money and accru- 
ing interest for a year, see their 
capital increase by 52 per cent. 

In an explanation ‘of its opera- 
tions the brochure said, “‘we 
| buy, with the investor’s money, 
in all

them to Ireland for auction.

Just points up the 
importance of keeping one’s 
finger constantly on the pulse of 
local supplies if one is to be 
well informed on how to spend 
food dollars to best advantage. 

Certainly those dollars will 
yield excellent returns if they 
are spent on fresh corn. We are 
now entering the peak season, 
with supplies very plentiful from 
both Missouri and Illinois as 
well as farther afield. 

Do enjoy its fine quality to the 
fullest, and give consideration to 
freezing some for future use. 

Lettuce and cabbage are other 
vegetables too good to pass by; 
both are excellent buys and of 
fine quality. There are abundant 
supplies of cucumbers around 
but really good ones are hard to 
find; most are of only fair quali- 


Shipments of tomatoes are 
plentiful enough to keep prices 
reasonable, and the most par- 
ticular shopper should have no 
complaint as to quality. 

Beets and carrots are attrac- 
tively priced, and all members 
of the squash family are in the 
moderate price bracket. 

Potatoes, which worked sharp- 
ly upwards a month or. so ago, 
have come down to moderate-to- 
low levels. 

Bad weather in some of the 
growing areas has caused the 
price of spinach to soar. 

About the only real trouble 
spot in the vegetable field is 
cauliflower. It is high in price 
and of questionable quality.

THE MELON PICTURE is a 
bright one indeed. Cantaloupes 
from the West are at their very 
peak.: “Superb” is not too glow- 
ing an adjective to use to 
describe their flavor and texture, 
and they are very reasonably 
priced, We are nearing the peak 
of the cantaloupe season, since 
our homegrown ones will be 
coming in the near future. 

Watermelons are budget priced 
and quite as good in their own 
way as those western canta- 
loupes. Watch for values in 
honeydews; they can be found, 
although you may have to search 
more carefully for them. 

The semi-cling peaches now in 
local markets are reasonable, 
and quite good eating when fully 
ripe. 

You may have your choice of 
Santa Rosa and Eldorado plums, 
with the Santa Rosas the more 
popular. 

Bananas are more attractively 
priced than they have been in 
some time, and fresh pineapples 
are available to add their dis- 
tinctive flavor to fruit platters. 

The quality of grapefruit is 
holding up remarkably well for 
this time of year. California 
Valencia oranges have reached 
full maturity, which means peak 
flavor. Small sizes are your best 
buy pricewise. 

Rivaling melons for top place 
in the fruit stands are the many 
berries. California strawberries, 
beautiful and delicious, are still 
around. There are good supplies 
of blueberries, a few blackber- 
ries, gooseberries and both black 
and red raspberries. 

Michigan is sending us cur- 
rants, sweet and sour cherries. 
There are scattered supplies of

NEW YORK, July 9—-Ameri- 
ca’s top business leaders, hap- 
pily contemplating the booming 
first half that roared to a finish 
last week, look for even better 
‘times ahead. The greater num- 
ber expect that sales, employ- 
ment and profits in the third 
quarter just getting under way 
will top the fast-stepping second 
quarter and that prices, gen- 
erally, will remain unchanged. 

This was revealed in the Her- 
ald Tribune News Service quar- 
terly survey of the Nation’s 100 
leading corporate executives, the 
foremost men in the largest and 
most important enterprises: 

Fifty per cent of the execu- 
tives believe that sales will be 
higher in this quarter than they 
were in the lusty second quar- 
ter. A far greater percentage— 
92 per cent—feel that sales will 
be higher in this quarter than 
they were in the comparable pe- 
riod last year, when the econ- 
omy was still feeling pangs of 
the recession. 

The executives were asked to 
express their opinions not only 
for their own industries or cor- 
porations, but for business as a 
whole. To protect their anonym- 
ity their answers are broken 
down into percentages.

Referee Tommy Hart 
counted 10 but it was a good 
minute before Halimi’s neathers 
got him on his feet.

Halimi weighted 117 pounds 
and Becerra 11714 for the bout.

The victory was sweet revenge 
for Becerra. Halimi had defeat- 
ed another Mexican bantam- 
weight idol, Raul (Raton) Ma- 
cias, in the French- Algerian’s 
first title defense here 18 
months ago, and Becerra 
fighting on the same card had 
suffered a knockout by Dwight 
Hawkins.

Becerra, who has knocked out 
21 of his 36 fight opponents, said 
he is ready and willing to meet 
Halimi in a rematch.

-teensy-weensy ladyfingers (which, as their name suggested, 


were meant strictly for kid sisters), to 6-inch cannon crackers. 
Actually, there was almost no limit to those cannon crackers— 
I’ve seen them as big as a foot long—but 6-inches was as 
much as I could ever aftord or was permitted. (I forget 
which). 


But within. those limits, there was marvelous destruction 
a guy could wreak. You could blow cans 14 feet high. You 
could scare the wits out of your kid sister and send the dog 


- howling into the cellar. (Dogs hated Fourth of July). There 


were torpedoes which you threw against walls or against the 
sidewalk and which made the best bang of all for my money. 


At night, theré were all the fireworks which I rather’con- 
temptuously thought of as adult a pinwheels, and

__ skyrockets and Roman ¢andles—all designed for the senile 


crowd. (Anyone over 25). If it didn’t blow up, the hell with it, 


_we thought. 


‘hee o8 tag? 4.4. 


I remember we used to dare each other to hold a 3-inch 
cannon in our hand while it went off. And you know how 
many fingers I got today? Ten. And two hands and two arms 
and two feet and the rest of the equipment. Oh, well, I don’t 
suppose I can really advocate the return of those risky old 
days (except I’d vote for them in a minute). But an awful lot 
of us kids grew up without any more injury than lost eyebrows 
or a burned hand. Somewhere in the process we learned how 
to take care of ourselves and to be reasonably careful with 
explosives. 


And, of course, some kids never learned it and 
blew their hands off or got killed. They still do—even 
in states where fireworks are banned. But this lunatic 
passion for safety, I think, does internal injury much 
more serious than a little burned flesh. A kid who has 
held a 3-inch cannon cracker in his hand while it goes 
off has proved something to himself—how far he can 
go without going too far, a valuable lesson. 


You can’t avoid hazard altogether and fireworks were a 
cheap way of learning courage, which you have to learn some- 
how, somewhere, or you'll never get by. Can you legislate 
100 per cent safety? I remember some years back when a dear 
friend of mine crashed and was killed with all the other pas- 
sengers in a big airliner. When the investigators had pieced 
together why a huge, undamaged airliner should plough for 
no apparent reason into a hillside, they discovered that one of 
the safety devices against fire had gone off- for no reason 
and knocked the pilot and co-pilot unconscious. Sixty people 
kMed by a safety device! 


Then there are those turnpikes they’re building with such 
safety built into them that people fall asleep. You can’t legis- 
late danger oft of existence. You can only learn to cope with 
it when it arises, and you'll never, never manage that if you 
never face things.

sets. A tall, friendly woman, she 
is at ease with everyone fr 

a duke to a dockwalloper. And 
she had absorbed a great. deal 
of knowledge about business ‘be- 
cause her husband had always 
discussed his business affairs 
with her. 


“Some men will discuss any- 
thing with their wives but busi- 
ness,” says Josephine Paul. 
“The result is the wife ends up 
a widow without any knowledge 
whatsoever of her estate, wheth- 
er it be large or small, I look 
forward to the day when hus- 
bands take their wives into their 
confidence on financial matters. 
I. fact, whenever I’m asked to 
give a speech, one of my favor- 
ite subjects is ‘Teach Your Wife 
to be a Widow.’ That shocks a 
lot of people. But it’s a fact of 
life. Let’s face it.” 

When Charles Ulrick Bay died 
in the last hour of 1955, he left 
an estate conservatively esti- 
mately at $10,000,000. His widow 
realized that to liquidate his im- 
mense holdings would be costly 
and she was undetermined at 
first as to what course to take. 
In the summer of 1956 she took 
her three adopted children to 
Europe and somewhere along 
the way she decided to take 
over where her husband had left 
off. 


Back home she stepped into 
A. M. Kidder & Co., second old- 
est brokerage house in the 
United States, which her hus- 
band had built up from a pre- 
carious depression days position 
into one of the wealthiest brok- 
erage firms in the country. 

“It took an extra amount of 
nerve to think I could step into 
Kidder,’’ Mrs. Paul admits. ‘‘I’d 
never sold a stock or bond in 
my life. But I didn’t want any- 
thing to happen to the firm that 
would throw a lot of faithful em- 
ployes out of jobs. So I simply 
went to work.” 

Not only was she able to main- 
tain the business, but within the 
last three years 10 new branch 
offices have been added to the 
firm, bringing the total to 30. 

At the same time she began 
paying attention to another of 
her husband’s interests, Ameri- 
can Export Lines. She served 
actively as a director of the 
company, then as chairman of 
the Executive Committee, and 
four months ago was elected 
chairman of the Board of Direc- 
tors. 

Unwilling tobe just a figure- 
head, she pushed plans to ex- 
pand facilities on the company’s 
two luxury sister ships, the In-

dependence and the Constitution, 
to enable them to carry more 
passengers. Today she has con- 
trolling ownership of the line, 
holding about one-quarter of the 
company’s outstanding stock. 


None of Josephine Bay Paul’s 
early life prepared her for these 
successful ventures into top cor- 
porate management. Born Jo- 
sephine Perfect in Anamosa, Ia., 
she grew up in Brooklyn, where 
her father’s real estate business 
provided the family with a com- 
fortable living. She was educat- 
ed at Brooklyn Heights Semi- 
nary and Colorado College, 
Manitou Springs, Colo. 


She and her sister, Tirzah, now 
Mrs. Frederick W. Dunn of 4462 
Maryland avenue, St. Louis, 
founded a card business, for 
which Tirzah was the artist, Jo- 
sephine the saleswoman. The 
business flourished, but came to 
an end when Tirzah married. 
Josephine then took on the man- 
agement of the Junior League 
Book Shop in Brooklyn and man- 
aged to bring it from near- 
insolvency to a paying basis. 
These two small-scale business 
ventures constituted her entire 
working experience until she 
married Charles Ulrick Bay. 

Bay was a self-made man, the 
son of Norwegian immigrants, 
who. started his aides Sila as 
a door-to-door salesman of mus- 
tard plasters. He founded a sur- 
gical dressing firm which was 
bought out in 1931 by Parke, 
Davis & Co. During the depres- 
sion he moved into new fields, 
reorganizing the Connecticut Na- 
tional Bank and buying into Con- 
necticut Railway and Lighting, 
which today holds one of the 
largest blocks of stock in the 
New York, New Haven and Hart- 
ford Railroad. 


He joined Kidder & Co. first 
as a limited partner and in time 
became principal owner. In 
addition, he went into American 
Export Lines and founded the 
Bay Petroleum Co., which began 
as a wildcatting operation and 
grew to 400 producing wells and 
three refineries in 10 Western 
states.

Her 
talents won her scholarships at 
DePaul University and at Juilli- 
ard, and since her graduation 
she has appeared as soloist with 
the outstanding symphony 
orchestras of the United States 
and Canada.

posed of strings and wood, the 
other of human beings, carrying 
out the mandates of the per- 
former or the conductor. It’s 
what be terms a “benevolent 
dictatorship.” 

“Only 15 per cent of the com- 
poser’s intentions are written on 
that score,”’ he said. ‘“‘The rest 
is up to the conductor. He must 
bend the musicians into a sin- 
gleness of purpose.” 

This (and his remarkable 
memory) is why Hoffman con- 
ducts without a score. He must 
remain in absolute control of 
the musicians before him and 
“this power, in which the in- 
dividual egos are submerged, is 
the only possibility for a good 
performance,” he says. 


He conducts almost as though 
he were actually playing a giant 
instrument. He. bends and sways 
with “body English,” appearing 
to pull the very n@tes out of the 
strings, the reeds, the brasses 
and percussions lined up before 
him. 


But neither he nor any other 
conductor will create the same 
over-all sound effect on two dif- 
ferent occasions, he points out. 
Too many conditions affect it: 
the accoustics, the receptivity 
of the audience, the growing 
maturity of conductor and mu- 
sicians; the way they aetually 
feel. 

This maturity, both Hoffmans 
agree, is. requisite to a good 
performance. Technical artistry 
alone is an empty thing. 

“Technical prowess must be 
gained, to be sure,” he said. 
‘‘But music has to be communi- 
cated, and it cannot be unless 
the musician has this maturity.” 

Only then can he create the 
mood he wishes and infuse the 
audience with appreciation of 
the performance. Unless he him- 
self loves the ‘music, and through 
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St. Louis.

“Recordings are taken much 
too seriously,” he said, ‘‘It’s 
like listening to a corspe. A 
communication originally meant 
for the microphone and posterity 
has to fit every situation. A man 
may listen to it while he is 
sitting at home eating dinner. 
He may listen to it in a small 
room or a large one. 


“Not even two rehearsals will 
be the same, and certainly no 
two performances will be the 
same. When you are listening 
to a recording, you give the con- 
ductor no chance to change be- 
cause of accoustics, for instance, 
or to account for any other al- 
tered factor. 

“You say you have a record-

HYDE PARK, July 9. 

A PAMPHLET ISSUED by the Democratic Advisory 
“ouncil titled ‘Military Forces We Need and How to Get 
them,” for which Dean Acheson, Paul Nizer and James King 
are responsible, is receiving considerable notice from a 


number of sources and I hope will be very widely read. One | 


point, however, I would like to stress and that is that more 
attention should be paid to keeping up our conventional 
armies and weapons. 

‘This is chiefly important, I think, in preventing the 
temptation, under which the Russians labor, or stirring up 
small wars where they take no part except to provide the 
arms. They do. this usually in areas where we have some 
responsibility. It is not advisable to use nuclear weapons, and 
if we are not sufficiently well equipped to meet this situation 
with trained soldiers and conventional armaments we are 
placed at a disadvantage. 


The Russians furnish the countries to which they 
give arms with specialists to train soldiers in their 
use. We do the same thing where we have military 
commitments, and we should realize that if we are 
not prepared to meet such threats it will undoubtedly 
be one of the ways in which the Soviets will gleefully 
harrass us. 


This’ is not important anymore ‘in Europe, but it is 
important in the Near East and Far East, in Africa and in 
the South and Central American areas. | 


THE GIFT OF CHERRY TREES to New York City from 
the Japanese people is one which will bring new beauty to 
the city and joy to many of us who see them. I hope they 
will be as much of an attraction here every spring as they 
have become in Washington. I trust our climate will be 
congenial to their blooming as beautifully as they do along 
the shores of the Potomac, and I want to extend my thanks 
to the Government of Japan for making this generous and 
lasting gift.

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Lasagne--Backyard Mai 


By Hoyt Alden 


OUTSIDE of spaghetti, lasagne 
is probably the best of the Ital- 
ian dishes served with tomato 
sauce, and it seems to be hav- 
ing sort a vague these days, es- 
pecially as a main dish for back- 
yard meals. As a consequence 
we’ve had a number of requests 
for receipes for lasagne, which 
proses something of a problem. 
The question is, do people want 
the real McCoy, which is quite 
a job to prepare, or do they want 
something they can throw to- 
gether in a hurry? 


In Italy, as a matter of fact, 
the preparation of lasagne is 
such a big thing they seldom 
make it except on special occa- 
sions or holidays. Further, each 
family has a personal variation 
of the dish, arrived at through 
several generations and upheld 
as the only true formula. 


The proper name for the basic 
dish is lasagne el forno, which 
means baked lasagne, and if you 
want to make in the orthodox 
fashion, here’s how: 


First you. make salsa con pol- 
pettine, which is tomato sauce 
with tiny meat balls and which 
was originated by the Italians 
especially for lasagne. In a large 
kettle saute a fourth of a cup of 
minced onion or two minced 
cloves or garlic in three table- 
spoons of olive oil. Add a fourth 
of a cup of minced parsley and 
a fourth of a cup of minced 
basil and saute that, too. When 
they are delicately brown, add 
a quart of canned or fresh 
chopped tomatoes (or four small 
cans of tomato paste and five 
cans of water), a tablespoon of 
chili powder and salt and pepper 
to taste. Stir well and let it 
cook slowly while you’re making 
the meat balls, as follows: 


MIX WELL together a pound 
of greund beef, a pound of 
ground veal or pork, a half cup 
of minced onion, a half cup of 
grated Romano cheese, a minced 
clove of garlic, a fourth of a cup 
of minced parsley, a fourth cup 
of minced basil, two eggs, two 
cups of bread crumbs, a cup and 
a half of broth and salt and pep- 
per to taste. 


Wet the palms of your hands 
and roll this mixture into balls 
no bigger than marbles. Care- 
fully drop the balls sinto the 
cooking sauce and _ continue 
cooking slowly for two hours, 
stirring occasionally. 


Now you're beginning to see

Packard, author of ‘‘The Hid- 
den Persuaders” (which ana- 
lyzed techniques developed to 
manipulate American consum- 
ers), now has taken a look at 
the class structure and status 
system of a nation which often 
boasts a classless society. 

The book is called “‘The Sta- 
tus Seekers,” and it is Pack- 
ard’s view that Americans, 
consciously and unconsciously, 
reveal their place on the social 
ladder—or the place they want 
on the social ladder—by the 
houses in which they live, the 
churches they attend, the clubs 
to which they belong, the food 
they eat, the stores in which 
they shop. 

His research, he says, leads 
him to believe the social classes 
of ‘the nation are regrouping as 
two great divisions. One he calls 
“The Diploma Elite’ (because 
the head of the family usually 
goes to college) and the other 
“The Supporting Classes.” But 
these two divisions he breaks 
down into five smaller classes. 
At the top of the heap, with the 
diplomas, he places the ‘real up- 
per class” and the “semi-upper 
class.’’ Below them are ‘‘the lim- 
ited-success class,” “the work- 
ing class,”’ and ‘“‘the real lower 
class.” 

The real lower class, says 
Packard, knows what it is. The 
working class isn’t fighting to 
jump its.wall. It is in the lim- 
ited-success and the.semi-upper 
class areas that status, status 
symbols and. social climbing are 
important. And many new, some- 
times subtle status symbols have 
become important, he says, 
since such oldtime upper-class 
symbols as limousines, mink 
coats and power boats have be- 
come available to so many in 
our affluent age. 


The American home is one 
of them. “American families in 
the past few years have been 
giving more and more thought 
to the problem of establishing 
a home that adequately rein- 
forces the status image they 
wish to project,’”’ Packard says. 
“And home builders have hap- 
pily helped the trend along by 
emphasizing status appeals.” 


Each community has its own 
“status neighborhoods.” In some 
the elite are clustered on high 
ground; in others, it is nearness 
to a body of water that counts. 

Women, Packard insists, are 
more conscious of status and 
its symbols than men. And the 
stores in which they choose to 
shop and what they buy reveals 
a good deal about their location 
on the social. scale...And .so, -in- 
deed, does the way their bills 
are paid—cash or check. Fast or 
slow. 

“‘Women who get beyond their 
status in their ventures into 
stores feel uncomfortable,” he 
reports. ‘““There is a widespread 
feeling among women that store 
clerks endeavor to maintain what 
they consider to be the proper 
tone for their store by snooting 
customers who seem out of 
place.” 


Packard says, too, that one’s 
status shows by what one eats: 
“In general, conceptions about 
what foods best serve as 
treats become more elaborate

KEYLESS DOOR LOCK: Now 
you can get a new kind of lock- 
set for your house entrance—a 
keyless one that operates when 
you turn the knob left and right 
according to the combination 
number, The lock clicks as the 
knob turns and you count the 
clicks. There are no separate 
dials to turn or numbers to read, 
s0 you can operate it in total 
darkness as well as daylight, 
and with one hand. A cylinder 
type, it can be installed quickly 
by drilling a hole through the 
door to insert the mechanism 
and a smaller hole in the edge 
of the door for the latch Bolt. 
There is also a mortise type for 
replacements in mortised doors. 

SLEEP AT AN ANGLE: A 
new bed incorporates hospital 
bed features into a conventional 
box spring and mattress. The 
head, or the foot, can be raised 
514 inches by lifting a handle. 
During the day, the bed remains 
in a conventional horizontal po- 
sition. Raising the head end pro- 
vides an angle which may be 
helpful for victims of asthma, 
hay fever and other respiratory 
ailments.
